Alternatives Not Plausible. 


This is true, in turn, because 
of the practical problems involved 
in reaching some sort of settle- 
ment, or truce, with the Kremlin. 
mtn the alternatives ate exam- 
ined, they go down one by one. 

Possibility Number One is the 
fundamental settlement, giving 
real peace to the world, such as 
was outlined by Secretary of 
State Acheson as late as last 
spring. A fundamental settlement 
would involve honorable Soviet 
collaboration in the United Na- 
tions,, an honest agreement on 
atomic energy, an end of Soviet 
imperialism in Europe and Asia, 
and a consequent Soviet retreat 
from positions already occupied, 
particularly in eastern Europe. 
Anyone who still hopes for a set- 
tlement of this sort must be 
ready for the asylum. 

Possibility Number Two is 
what may be called the contrived 
settlement, such as some respon- 
sible men now advocate, especial- 
ly AR France. This would involve, 
inf ohe version, the neutralization 
of Germany and Japan in order 
to produce a new world balance 
of power. It is admitted that the 
mere evacuation of Germany and 
Japan will not produce a changed 
world power balance unless the 
Germans and Japanese are then

They said the Government was 
able to “hold the main line” on 
wages by sticking closely ‘to the 
“Little Steel” formula but being 
flexible on such fringe benefits 
as holiday pay, vacations, and 
shift premiums. The formula, 
adopted in July, 1942, permitted 
a 15 per cent hike in straight 
time’ earnings over January 1941 
levels. Congress gave the WLB

| The Dinosaur That Doesn’t Know It's Extinct |} 


Hoover and Kennedy Lead a 
Parade of Opinion Branded 
As Defeatist by Acheson--- 
Eisenhower Sees Disaster if 
Europe Should Be Lost.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. | 


OMETHING is happening m Wash- 

ington these days which is as bizarre 

and unbelievable to a good many 
people as if a dinosaur should be sighted 
strolling down Pennsylvania avenue. 
Isolationism has reappeared on the na- 
tional scene and is perambulating about 
‘In the precincts of the Capitol. 

This curious phenomenon is being viewed 
with incredulity not unmixed with alarm. It 
had been generally supposed that the dino- 
saur was extinct. According to a popular 
belief, it died out some time ago because its 
brain was too small and its locomotion too 
sluggish for survival in an at least relatively 
modern &ge. 

Yet isolationism—the political dinosaur 
which is. roaming Washington these days— 
shows no sign of being aware that it is ex- 
tinct, and still less does it seem disposed to 
understand the reasons why, in the logic of 
political zoology, it cannot possibly exist. 

Two outstanding exponents of the iso- 
lationist view of world affairs recently 
have spoken out anew, and others can’t 
be far behind. The two who have spoken 
out most boldly and most badly thus far 
are former President Herbert Hoover and 

Joseph P. Kennedy, former Ambassador 

to Great Britain. 

“The foundation of our national policies 
must be to preserve for the world this west- 
ern hemisphere Gibraltar of western civiliza- 
tion,” Hoover said Dec. 20 in New York. 

“We can, without any measure of doubt, 
with our own air and naval forces, hold the 
Atlantic and Pacific oceans with one frontier 
on Britain (if she wishes to co-operate); the 
other on Japan, Formosa and the Philip- 
pines ... 

“To warrant our further aid (the nations

party now is Senator Robert A. Taft, of 
Ohio—and Taft is as fine a specimen of 
the species isolationist as you are likely 
te come upon in a month of Sundays.

“Anybody is an idiot who calls anybody 
else an isolationist,” he declared at a press 
conference here just after the congressional 
elections last month. . 

The other islolationists, too, deny that that 
is what they are. The dinosaur denies that 
he is a dinosaur. “These policies I have sug- 
gested would be no isolationism,” Hoover said 
in his New York speech. 

Other distinguished authorities disagree, 
however, as to whether anybody is an idiot 
to call anybody else an isolationist nowadays, 
and as to the extent to which isolationism has 
survived into the atomic age.

VER the past several weeks I’ve been asking the same questions of some of 

the best-qualified readers of the war-or-peace barometer I know. These in- 

clude a fair number of diplomatic and military persons. They also include 
such old friends and authoritative former foréign correspondents as John 
Gunther, Raymond Swing, Edgar Snow, William L. Shirer and. others. 


What emerges from this sampling of opin- 
ion is the following: 


There is unanimous agreement that the 
danger of a relatively early war with 
Soviet Russia has been increased inesti- 
- mably by the Korean disaster. For the 
first time there ig unanimous and most 
sober concern over whether a third World 
War can still be prevented. There are 
differences ingestimating exactly how much 
time we may still have—either to avoid 
crushing early defeats if war comes, or 
just possibly — to make Western armed 
forces sufficiently strong te deter a Soviet 
aggression. - | 


But every informed person I’ve met also 
agrees on one further. fact. Time is gravely 
and menacingly against us. We have no 
time whatever to lose. 

Several of my long-time colleagues believe 
that it may be “about two yegrs” before the 
Kremlin will flagrantly invite or provoke 
war. This the maximum degree of opti- 
mism they dare: express. They think the 
Politburo may feel compelled:to avoid war 
for perhaps two years. In the interim the 
Soviets would desperately. try to build a 
“minimum stockpile” of atomic bombs. Mos- 
cow's extreme apprehension over problems 
of internal sécurity in the Soviet Union may 
also exercise a restraining influence for 
some time yet, they estimate...But: after 1952 


*| anything may happen—if not before. 


Others with equally intimate knowledge 
of the world situation are much: less opti- 
mistic. One of these says cryptically: “Visj- 
bility—three months.” Like a good many 
others he fears a Soviet move .in Germany 
during the first half of 1951. In short, “any- 
thing may happen” lies just ahead of us. At 
U.N. a French delegate confessed 
gloomily: “I think World War III has already

Would ‘Write Off Europe’ 
For a Generation or More. 


Kennedy, for his part, has expressed him- 
self as prepared to write off Europe “for a 
generation or more,” on the theory that folks 
over there will find out in time that Com- 
munism isn’t all it’s cracked up to be, and 
will thereupon kick out the commissars. 

“It may be that (if we concentrate on the 
defense of the western hemisphere) Europe 
for a decade or a generation or more will 
turn Communistic,” Kennedy said Dec. 12 
at Charlottesville, Va. 

“But in doing so it may break of itself as 
a unified force. Communism still has to 
prove itself to its peoples as a government 
that will achieve for them a better way of 
living. 

“The more people that it will have to gov- 
ern, the more necessary it becomes for those 
who govern to justify themselves to those 
governed. The more people that are under 
its yoke, the greater are the possibilities of 
revolt.” 

Uncharitable critics of Kennedy de- 
scribe this as the “Little Red Riding 
Hood theory” of dealing with Commu- 
nism—the theory, that is, that it’s all 
right to let the Communist wolf gobble 
up Red Riding Hood’s grandma because 
you can chop open the wolf after while 
and there will be grandma, as good as 
new—or anyway almost as good as new. 
A fairly considerable number of persons 

are rallying behind Hoover, Kennedy and 
others who are prepared to write off Grand 
ma Europe “for a generation or more.” These 
subscribers to the “Little Red Riding Hood 
theory” do not control the executive branch 
of the government. They don’t constitute a 
majority of eijher house of Congress. It 
seems doubtful that they will do so at any 
time during the foreseeable future. But it 
does seem probable that their numbers—and 
the volume and vehemence of their public 
utterances—will grow rather than diminish 
for at least a while. 

Generally speaking, isolationism is 
strong among Republicans and conserva- 
tives of all kinds, and weak or, indeed, 
non-existent, among Democrats, organized 
labor and liberals of all kinds. 

Majorities of the Republicans in the House 
and Senate recently adopted resolutions de- 
manding the resignation of Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson, action which was at least part- 


Apart from the question who is and who 
is not an idiot, the isolationists are at least 
entirely consistent. The positions they take 
today are essentially exactly the same as the 
positions they have taken for a decade, if not 
for a generation. | 

Kennedy wrote off Britain in 1940, 
when he was Ambassador there. The 
tight little isle could not possibly stave 
off the Nazis and survive, he said. Taft 
took much the same position then, just 
as he had taken it before and has taken 
it since. Hoover has been against send- 
ing American troops to Europe ever since 
1917. 


Taft voted against selective service, against 
Lend-Lease, against confirmation of Henry L. 
Stimson as Secretary of War, against Amer- 
ican participation in the United Nations, 
against ratification of the North Atlantic 
Treaty and against appropriating funds for 
the Mutual Defense Assistance Program. 


Thus the record seems to indicate that iso- 
lationism is hardly dead, and has not been 
buried under that or any other name. It 
sometimes seems, indeed, to be busting out 
all over. 

So startling is the reappearance of isola- 
tionism that people who have heard about 
the internal combustion engine and the flying 
machine have been a little slow to take up 
arms against it. They haven’t quite been 
able to believe in its reality, or to regard it 
seriously. 

Even when obliged to admit that the new 
isolationism—or the new appearance of the 
same old isolationism—is the real thing, and

“The fact. of the matter is—as the ‘get

Backed by a strong new endorsement from 
the President, Acheson himself now sprang 
into the breach: 

Isolationism is a policy of “defeat and 
frustration,” the Secretary told a news 
conference. “We are rejecting any policy 
of sitting quivering in a storm cellar 
waiting for whatever fate others may 
wish to prepare for us.” If we deserted 
our friends and allies, “we would find 
ourselves in a position of unutterable na- 
tional shame and great national weak- 
ness,” Acheson said. 

The National Security Council was in unan- 
imous agreement, Secretary Acheson said, 
that if the United States should revert to 
isolationism, Russia could quickly conquer 
“the entire Eurasian land mass.” This would 
place America in a “catastrophic strategic 
position.” The Soviets could in time develop 
power which could “eliminate our power” 
and which the Kremlin would use for that 
purpose. Thus there could be no negotiation 
and_no peaceful settlement of disputes with 
the Soviets; there could only be abject sub- 
mission or a fight, alone and against heavy

In artillery, mor- 
tars, mines, submarines and several other 
weapons the Soviets enjoy marked superiori- 
ties—and undoubtedly possess some of these 
categories in véry great numbers. 

If the. Red:Army should strike at any 
time in the next two years, it would be 
irresistible: . These superiorities, both in 
quantity. dnd quality of weapons, constitute 
the fearful. gap between Soviet preparedness 
and Western unpreparedness. Only all-out 
Western production of weapons can narrow 
that gap. This is not Gen. Eisenhower's job. 
It is the most urgent job of Western govern- 
ments, industries and civilians. And already 
we are “very late.” 

Shall we wait for another Dunkerque or 
Pearl Harbor to launch an all-out effort to 
arm and defénd our freedom? In an age 
of atomic weapons no nation can afford 
either a Pearl Harbor or a-Dunkerque. Any- 
thing less than all-out effort now invites a 
knock-out later. “We have not a second to 
lose.”

Less than a year ago, Congress was being 
urged to give thought to ways and means of 
helping friendly nations after the expiration 
of the Marshall plan in, 1952.

The events subsequent to last June 25 have 
caused the United States especially to expand 
and expedite its arms program. This country 
again is a customer for all the raw materials 
and manufactured goods necessary for stock 
piles, arsenals and airplane factories. While 
our friends were having their troubles trying 
to sell us the wares of peace, they can hardly 
produce enough to meet our demand for the 
stuff of war. 


So long as this American military demand 
persists, they can look forward to favorable 
trade balances.

Some British newspapers viewed theft of famous stone from West- 
minster Abbey as national outrage, but Manchester Guardian sees

There is, of course, a sort of rough jus- 
tice about the theft of the Coronation 
Stone from Westminster Abbey by some 
ill-conditioned Scottish Nationalists. “The 
stone was a conqueror’s prize, and al- 
though it has rested in England for over 
650 years some Scots have always been 
extremely sensitive about it. 


The Nationalists, in particular, are quite 
extraordinarily humorle’s. They seem to 
take literally the 
doggerel prophecies 
of legend about 
Scotland’s fate being 
linked with the 
stone. 


“Unless the fixed 
decrees of fate give 
way ... The Scots 
shall govern and the 
sceptre sway... 
Where’er this stone 
they find, and its 
dread sound obey.” 


Yet, as that canny 
politician James VI 
is supposed to have 
seen, that can cut 
both ways. Englishmen, if they were su- 
perstitiously inclined, might just as reason- 
ably find the legend supporting that tra- 
ditionally unfair influence of the Scots on 
this country that has been noted ever since 
James and his followers descended like 
locusts on the Court. 


The Stone of Scone 


A Stone Without a King

But suppose we did take the Nationalists 
seriously and let them keep their stone, it 
would be no good without a king. Obvi- 
ously no King of England, even if invited, 
could sit on property stolen by sacrilege. 
Scotland would have to find a king of its 
own. Who would it be? The Duke of 
Montrose or Mr, Kirkwood? 

But the matter does not end there: The 
stone is supposedly of Perthshire sand- 
stone, but there seems some evidence to 
suggest that it was used for its ceremonial 
purpose in Ireland before it appeared in 
the baggage of an Irish-Scots king. If it 


was the stone of the Irish King Fal (who- 
ever he may have been) its proper home 
must be Ireland. 


As we know, Ireland is full of the de- 
scendants of kings, and nothing could be 
more inspiring to a martial race than the 
recovery of a lost possession fron?’ the 
Scots. Mr. McBride will soon be leading 
a swarm of oracles across the North Chan- 
nel; in this crusade even Partition might 
be forgotten. 

But the Irish, being even more romantic 
than the Scots Nationalists, would have 
still greater pride in the legends. They 
might advertise their possession (it would 
be a pretty companion for the Blarney 
Stone), and so provoke their good Roman 
Catholic neighbor Franco, in whose realm 
it once, according to the story, rested in its 
travels. 

Then there is Egypt, always willing to 
display her sense of property, with a prior 
claim, while the Greeks, who feel so 
keenly about Cyprus, would obviously be 
interested. And behind them all would be 
Israel, for what could better grace one of 
the Holy Places than the stone on which 
Jacob’ slept when he dreamed of the 
angels?

might also have some concern. Did the 
thieves of Christmas day realize what his- 
tory (or legend) they were raising up to 
trouble this already troubled world? 

There is, however, a rationalist view. 
Apart from the childish stupidity of these 
Nationalists, which deserves sharp punish- 
ment and no extenuation, need we English 
be much wounded by the loss of the stone 
if it is never recovered? 

We have a far better and more respect- 
able one of our own, the King’s Stone, 
now at Kingston on Thames, on which the 
Saxon kings were crowned. There is a 
better tradition behind that than behind 
the miserable piece of Scottish stone used 
as magic by barely civilized Irish and Scot- 
tish kings in an age of barbarism.

following a disaster cannot be overemphasized. Reports of the 
Hiroshima and Nagasaki experiences noté that the public water 


supplies were made almost totally inoperable by the bombings. Not 
only were the distribution systems unable to deliver the quantities 
of water needed for fire fighting and other purposes, but they were 


also subjected to gross pollution 
nating materials. 

In addition to preparations for 
bombings, plans should be made 
for combating chemical and bio- 
logical attack either by sabotage 
or direct enemy action. 


The basic considerations in- 
volved in the supply of water to a 
community, whether in normal 
times or in time of disaster, are 
quantity and safety. 

The two factors of quantity and 
safety are interrelated, and it is 
not possible to separate complete-. 
ly responsibility for one from the 
other. In practically all states, 
the state health officer has au- 
thority to specify the health 

dards of public water supply 

ms. In many states the state 
health department sanitary engi- 
neer actually makes detailed 
checks and reviews the plans and 
specifications for works included 
in these systems before granting 
permits for their construction, al- 
teration or operation. Also, the 
state health officer or his repre- 
sentative periodically re-examines 
the system and makes necessary 
examinations of the water to in- 
sure its continued bacteriological 
and chemical safety. 

However, the waterworks oper- 
ators have legal responsibility to 
serve only safe water. Practically 
all metropolitan water systems 
maintain comprehensive field and 
laboratory testing programs and 
technical staffs to maintain con- 
tinuous good quality. 

It is recommended that chief 
executives of local water utilities 
be given civil defense responsi- 
bility for maintaining the public 
water supply. They also may be 
deputized as health officials. 
These actions would give them 
any authority which might be 
needed outside their normal juris- 
dictions during emergency peri- 
ods, but should not be construed 
as relieving health officials of 
their responsibility for a program 
of field inspection to insure the 
quality of water supplies. 

Although the civil defense 
health services are not primarily 
responsible for the quantity of 
water available following a dis- 
aster, the pressing needs for large 
volumes of water for fire fighting, 
regardless of source, must be rec- 
ognized in civil defense planning. 


There is a real possibility that 


from sewage and other contami- 


contaminated water from avail- 
able surface sources (lakes, rivers 
or canals or even from sewers) 
may be pumped into the distribu- 
tion system to meet fire-fighting 
demands. 


In order to protect the public 
health against hazards resulting 
from such pumpage, plans must 
be made to isolate that part of the 
system which may carry contami- 
nated water. 

It may not always be possible 
or, practicable to disinfect emer- 
gency fire supplies from unsafe 
sources pumped through the dis- 
tribution system. In all cases the 
distribution system should be dis- 
infected before it is returned to 
normal use, The ure rec- 
ommended by e American 
Water Works Association should 
be followed in chlorinating con- 
taminated mains. 

Other bactericidal agents are 
under development and may ulti- 
mately be preferable to chlorine 
for emergency use. One of these 
—a silver compound having excel- 
lent bactericidal properties — 
shows special promise. As more 
becomes known of these new 
agents instructions on their use 
will be furnished civil defense 
officials. 

If emergency repairs to dam- 
aged water systems or emergency 
pipelines were required to facili- 
tate fire fighting, adequate emer- 
gency disinfection should be pro- 
vided in accordance with stand- 
ards and instructions issued by 
the health department to cover 
such contingencies. 

Breaks in Water Lines. 


Multiple breaks in water service 
piping and in plumbing systems 
would not only drain away water 
vitally needed for fire fighting, as 
well as for drinking, culinary and 
sanitary purposes, but also would 
result in back-siphonage because 
of loss of pressure, thus contami- 
nating undamaged water distribu- 
tion systems. 

Any plans for control of loss of 
water, and of pressure, from the 
distribution systems through these 
breaks should be developed in co- 
operation with the health depart- 
‘ment to insure adequate public 
health protection. 


Evaluation of minimum de- 
mands for water in case of an 
emergency should be made in a 
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for protection 
tamination of 


co-operative study by waterworks 
and health officials. The study 
also should determine the ade- 
quacy of interconnections and the 
neeessity for strengthening weak 
points that might be found in the 
distribution systems. 

One gallon of potable water per 
person is a minimum requirement. 

All cities have important sec- 
ondary sources of. water tHat 
might be used to meet drinking, 
culinary and other domestic 
needs. Such resources include 
wells used for . air-conditioning 
systems, swimming pools, brew- 
eries, milk plants and other in- 
dustrial establishments. The ca- 
pacity and quality of such supplies 
should be known and their avail- 
ability in the absence of public 
power should be assessed. 

Auxiliary supplies used primar- 
ily for fire fighting should not 
be used by the public for domestic 
purposes unless proper public 
health precautions are rigidly ex- 
ercised. _ 

The study of auxiliary water 
supplies should include a survey 
of tank trucks available in the 

a. Tank trucks to be used for 
e transport of potable water 
should be cleaned in accordance 
with a process approved by the 
local health authority. 

All water for domestic use 
should be disinfected. Hypochlo- 
rites (for example, HTH, per- 
chloron, chloride of lime, hala- 
zone) or other disinfectants may be 
used for small quantities of drink- 
ing water. Because of the possible 
difficulty of detecting and cor- 
recting contamination after a 
disaster, the public should be ad- 
vised to boil all drinking water 
until notified to the contrary. 

Fire fighters must be fully in- 
formed of the dangers of using 
for drinking purposes water 
pumped from emergency sources. 
This hazard to firemen was amply 
demonstrated by the disease out- 
break in the Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment following the  stockyards 
fire of the mid-thirties. 

Contamination of the public 
water supply could follow bomib- 
ing attacks because of: (a) Breaks 
in water mains and sewerts, allow- 
ing gross contamination of the 
water distribution system with 
sewage; (b) pumping from unsafe 
sources into the system for fire- 
fighting purposes; and (c) back- 
siphonage from building fixtures 
due to reduced, zero or negative 
pressures in water mains in the 
disaster or nearby areas.. 

Contamination due to breaks in 
sewers and to back-siphonage 
would be extremely difficult to 
detect. Therefore, the chlorina- 
tion rate should be increased. so 
that a residual of 1.0 parts per 
million free chlorine after .15 
minutes contact is maintained 
throughout the system. Plans 
should be made for increasing the 
chlorination at the time the warn- 
ing signal is sounded. In the 
event of false alarms, the chlorin- 
ation rate would be returned to 
normal at the “all-clear.”.. , .

7\ N the day that the German 

generals were signing the 
surrender documents at 

Rheims, an American military 
intelligence sergeant was closely 
questioning two German civil- 
ians at Berchtesgaden.. They 
were willing talkers, and they 
brought in several compatriots. 
All were stenographers. Collec- 
tively they had sat in on every 
conference of Hitler and his 
high command from September 
1942 to April 22, 1945. 


The sergeant,”George Allen, _ 


took three of the stenographers 
with him to a nearby Luftwaffe 
motor pool. There they soon 
found a hole 20 feet in diam- 
eter and four feet deep. Digging 
through a mass of charred 
paper, Sgt. Allen came up with 
stenographic notes that later 
filled about 800 typed pages— 
all that survived “of an im- 
mensely important historical 
document of over 
pages.” What he had was the 
records of 51 conferences, afew 
complete and many fragmen- 


tary. 


Felix Gilbert, professor of 
history at Bryn Mawr College, 
and a specialist in German and 
military. history, has translated 
and edited the documents. He 
says of them: “What is pre- 
sented here is a selection of 
those parts which seemed par- 
ticularly revealing with regard 


to the German conduct of war * 


and Hitler’s war leadership.... 
We receive his views not in the 
broken or reflected light of wit- 
nesses, but precisely in .the 
form in which he expressed 
them — the very words he 
spoke.”

ONVINCED of the impor- 

tance of Homer’s “Iliad,” 

Mr. I. A. Richards, the 
famous English semanticist,. lit- 
erary critic and inventor of 
Basic English, offers here a new 
translation of that classic. Be- 
cause he has had other purposes 
than completeness or verbal fi- 
delity, his version. is both 
shorter and simpler than the 
usual versions. Hence it is 
highly readable. Educators whe 
have long felt the knotted

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Shortage of Talent in 


Baseball’s Jubilee Year. 


OOD baseball players have 

been scarce and hard to find 

as long as we can remem- 
ber, but there has been a sharp 
decline in the talent pool in 
recent years, especially in the 
last decade, and many followers 
of the sport are concerned 
about it. 


There have been many fac- 
tors. Night baseball has taken 
the game away from the young- 
sters to some extent. In the 
old days of afternoon baseball, 
Mom was glad to have Pop take 
the children with him to the 
ball game on Saturdays and 
Sundays. Now the children are 
put to bed while the ball games 
are being played. 


Then the emphasis in col- 
leges has been on football and 
basketball and that emphasis 
has reached down into the high 
schools. Talent that in the old 
days was channeled into base- 
ball has been steered to the 
basketball court and the foot- 
ball field. Football and basket- 
ball coaches have been getting 
the big money in the college 
field. And scholarships, with 
all the trimmings, have been 
used to lure the boys into con- 
centration on football and bas- 
ketball 


One step in the right direc- 
tion is the decision to change 
the high school rule. Under 
that rule, as it opérated in re- 
cent years, professional base- 
Ball men were not permitted 
even to talk to high school 
athletes, but there was no re- 
striction on the football coaches 
and scouts, who were 100 per 
cent professionals, as _ they 
signed high school boys. There 
will be a new high school rule 
and boys won’t be snatched 
out of their classes, but conver- 
sation with the boys will be 
permitted and efforts will be 
made to get a share of the tal- 
ent pool for baseball. 


Other factors in the drop in 
baseball talent have been the 
war, of course, which detoured 
thousands of boys from a try 
at a baseball car®er, and the 
increasing shortage of facilities 
for playing baseball. 


Ball Fields for Kids - 


Would Be Investment. 


AST July, during a major 
L league meeting at Chicago, 

just before the All-Star game, 
the club owners almost appro- 
priated $150,000 to pay a na- 
tional tub-thumper for publiciz- 
ing baseball’s Seventy-fifth An- 
niversary Year. The plan was 
changed, largely because the 
owners decided that baseball’s 
jubilee year would take care of 
its own publicizing. 


However, if the leagues want 
to spend some money wisely, 
they might consider what $150,- 
000 would buy in the way of 
playing facilities for kids. That 
much money would take care 
of kids’ baseball in at least 150 
small. towns throughout the 
country for an entire season. 
Or it would provide playing 
fields, near many small towns, 
on ground that could be pur- 
chased reasonably and dedicated 
to kids’ baseball for all the 
years to come. 

In many small towns, boys 
have been playing basketball 
the year around recently. A 
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small ‘eclel yard is sufficient. 
There’s no baseball field’ avail- 
able, so they play basketball. 
The same conditions turn many 
youngsters to softball, and many 
hard ball veterans will tell you 
that softball does something to 
a boy’s arm and isn’t a good 
game for those with ambitions 
to be. big leaguers. 

Certainly the shortage of 
young baseball prospects has 
become acute. 

Two planned baseball schools 
for youngsters, one headed by 
Zack Taylor, Brownie manager, 
have been cancelled. The draft 
was cited as the outstanding 
factor, but even with the draft 
you’d think there would be 
enough of the younger fry in- 
terested in trying out for pro 
ball to fill the ranks of schools 
which offer such excellent in- 
struction, with the sunshine of 
Florida as an added induce- 
ment.

On Wednesday night boxing 
fans here will have an oppor- 
tunity of witnegsing a rematch 
of one of the great fights of 1950. 
Charley Riley, St. Louis, opposes | 
Ray, Famechon, France, European 
featherweight champion; in a 10-/ 
round bout at The Arena. They 
fought last spring with Famechon | 
gaining a split decision after 10 | 
rounds. 

The contest will be televised 
and broadcast nationally, as was 
the recent Riley-Sandy Saddler 
bout, but the telecast will not be 
visible in St. Louis until some 
days later, when a film may be 
shown. The broadcast will be 
heard in this city. 

Famechon, fast and a good 
boxer, likely will be favored to 
repeat his triumph over Riley, 
who is a much harder puncher 
than the Frenchman and should 
a knockout occur, Riley will be 
favored to be the one doing the 
knocking out. 

Since their last meeting both 
have added new laurels to their 
records with Riley giving a fine 
exhibition against Saddler, cur- 
rent 126-pound champion, while 
Famechon, since returning to this 
country, knocked out Archie De- 
vino and beat Glenn Flanagan in 
New York. Riley, too, has de- 
feated Glenn. 

Both Fit and Ready. 


Both men have been in train- 
ing at The’ Arena and each ‘has 
convinced his followers that he 
is ready for a top effort. 

And, it is whispered, that the 
fans have been showing consider- 
able interest in the contest by 
buying tickets in advance, some- 
thing. which has been mighty 
scarce for recent bouts here—and 
élsewhere.

HEN Don A. Fischer was a 
W innior at Washington Univer- 

sity’s engineering school. he 
decided it might be fun to join a 
certain fraternity. He made the 
decision largely because the fra- 
ternity house had a 30-foot living 
room for parties and that was a 
lot more room than he had at 
home. 

He failed to reckon, however, 
with “Hell Week.” In those days 
the probationary “pledge” lived 
little better than a Chinese coolie 
and a good deal more dangerous- 
ly. Fischer ‘shined the shoes of 
upper classmen, carried matches 
to light their cigars, answered 
their telephone calls and scrubbed 
fraternity house floors and win- 
dows. ! 

Whenever he failed to carry ou 
an order with the dispatch his 
bosses considered necessary, and 
that was often, one of them 
yelled: “Go get your paddle!” Don 
got his paddle, bent over and got 
hurt. After six nightmarish 
months of it he was steeled for 
the final pre-initiation hurdle— 
“Hell Week,” when one cruel 
punishment followed another.

He 
began working in his father’s drug 
store at the age of 6 and delivered 
packages until he was 12 for 50 
cents a night. Then he got a 


‘raise and a promotion. Hence- 


forth, and until he was ‘almost 
through college, he worked behind 
the soda fountain at $1 a night. 
“It was a good job,” he recalls. 
“T got all the ice cream I could 
eat and I had lots o! friends be- 
cause I enjoyed certain. patronage 
powers. I could get them all jobs 
at $1 a.night.” : | 
Fischer received his engineer- 
ing degree in 1932, but the best 
job he. could get was installing 
switchboards and soldering. So 
he went to law school and got a 


other patent attorneys 
waiting with me. They all looked 
harried. 


“So I said to myself: if that’s 
what the job’ll do to you, I’m get- 
‘ting out. I started teaching elec- 
trical engin at Washington 
fall. - teaching

But. the tricks of “Hell Week” 
persisted and some still do today, 
at least in some degree. Pledges 
were made to eat whole Bermuda 
onions. They were made.to eat a 
dinner consisting of burnt toast 
covered with over-cooked oatmeal 
on which would be cracked a rot- 
ten egg. Fish oil would be poured 
over this delicacy. 

Some of the other stunts the 
“actives” demanded of the new- 
comers almost defy description. 

In one fraternity a “witches 
brew” was mixed consisting of 
vinegar, mustard, sour milk, pep- 
pers and whatever other ingredi- 
ents anyone had handy. Pledges 
would have to take a mouthful 
of it, crawl over an obstacle 
course laid out over the entire 
fraternity house and at the end 
they were to line up backwards in 
front of the fireplace, bend down 
and spit out the brew between 
their legs into the fireplace until 
the fire would be out.

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ma’ Modern Science Points the Way 
To Better Living During Cold 
Months — Proper Ventilation and 
Diet Are Two Important Factors 


O YOU know how to keep 
comfortable and healthy in 
winter? | 

“Sure, anybody knows that,” re- 
torts a voice from the rear pew. 
“Just stoke up the old furnace 
or turn up the thermostat, and 
there you are.” 

But the answer isn’t quite so 
simple. Ore finds after talking 
the matter over with public health 
authorities, diet experts, and a 
varied assortment of other spe- 
cialists, there are lots of things 
everyone can do, now, to cope 
with the harsh weather of winter 
on more even terms. 

Just what.should one do to keep 
comfortable and healthy in win- 
ter? 

First of all, take the highly im- 
portant matter of ventilation. 

It has been found that the most 
comfortable temperature as well 
as the most healthful one is be- 
tween 68 and 70 degrees. Humid- 
ity should not be below 30 per 
cent nor above 55 per cent. There 


should be a slight amount of air | 


motion in all rooms such, for ex- 
ample, as is produced by a small 
window opening. 

A few years ago there was a lot 
of talk about “fresh” air and 
“foul” air. All outdoor air was 
lJabeled fresh and air indoors was 
supposed to be foul. pitile 

But modern sciénce has dis- 
proved that once widely-held 
theory. Now it is known definitely 
that the bad effects in a poorly 
ventilated room—headaches and 
general discomfort—are not due 
to some mysterious substance in 
the air that makes it bad, but 
rather to excessive temperature 
or humidity, or both.

LSO, it is known today that 
the air from out-of-doors is 
not always more desirable 
than the air indoors, and this is 
especially true in those places 
where outdoor air is contam- 
inated, especially during the win- 
ter, with smoke, fog, and dust. 
The health authorities advise 
one to sleep with the window 
open; and open wide if the weath- 
er permits. But, they warn, don’t 
make a fad or a fetish of the open 
window. As one doctor says, “the 
man who boasts to his friends 
that his window always is wide 
open irrespective of weather con- 
ditions simply is showing off: his 
lack of judgment.” The point is 
that direct drafts, particularly 
when sleeping, are productive of 
colds which lead to flu and other 
respiratory troubles. 


It is therefore tremendously im- 
portant to use common sense in 
opening the window of your sleep- 
ing room during the winter. If 
you are young and strong and 
healthy it may be fine. But chil- 
dren and old people may be in- 
jured by too much cold so-called 
“fresh” air. P 

As a public health educator ex- 
pressed it, “the main thing is to 
be comfortable with the window 
open. Physical comfort should 
invariably be your guide govern- 
ing sleeping room ventilation. If 
you sleep better and awaken re- 
freshed with the window open a 
fraction of an inch, that is the 
best condition for your individual 
requirements. If you sleep bet- 
ter with the window wide open 
and the chilling drafts are pleas- 
ant rather than disagreeable, by 
all means open your window 

But do not throw open 
your window, in cold, inclement

‘supply the winter deficiency of 


sunshine. Adults should know that 


good sources of vitamin D are egg 
yolks, salmon, sardines, eggs and 
butter. 

Vitamin A is fine for toning the 
system and for that reason it is 
important that the diet of chil- 
dren and adults alike contain suf- 
ficient, quantities of it in winter. 

Cream, butter, cheese, liver, 
fish oils, egg yolk are excellent 
sources of the A _ vitamin, and 
vegetables and fruits contain sub- 
stances/ that the body converts 
into this vitamin. In most com- 
munities the fresh vegetables that 


are excellent sources of it are. 


available all winter. 

Green vegetables such as spin- 
ach, lettuce, and broccoli have 
plenty of vitamin A, as do carrots, 
sweet potatoes, yellow squash, 
red tomatoes and peppers.

T is especially important in win- 

ter to keep up bodily strength 

and vigor to combat germs and 
to resist the dangerous conse- 
quences of rapid and _ sharp 
changes in temperature and 
humidity. 

This can best be done by watch- 
ing the diet carefully and by 
being certain it contains, from day 
to day, the essential elements. 
When the individual feels that he 
cannot get enough of a certain 
vitamin in his -diet, such as the 
so-called sunshine vitamin D, it 
can be obtained in special prepa- 
rations which one’s family phy- 
sician will reeommend.

The fact is? however, that most 
persons exercise too strenuously 
in the summer and not enough in 
the winter.

The husbands’ complaints ran 
mostly to wives who let down 
after the wedding—the slipshod 
housekeepers, the little women 
who'd like to turn hubby into a 
dishwasher, the ones who forget 
to keep beautiful around the 
house. 


' The wives had their complaints, 
too: Husbands who “take them 
for granted,” forget to praise their 
cooking or say sweet things.

Since the President's procla- 
mation declaring the existence of 
a national emergency no official 
changes or restrictions have been 
made in domestic travel. Neither 
is the rationing of travel es- 
sentials, such as gasoline and 
tires, likely unless a major war 
develops. The emergency pro- 
gram and the speed-up in mobil- 
ization will not affect civilian 
transportation in the opinion of 
Government officials. At present | 
the emergency is in production; 
considered a super-weapon against 
the enemies. This bélief is based 
on a statement recently released 
by a spokesman of the Association 
of American Railtoads “that the 
cotntry’s transportation system 
was the best with which we ever 
faced a national emergency.” 

Ever since the war, the rail- 
roads have been modernizing 
their passenger trains and im- 
proving their service, both as to 
speed and accommodation.

Two new 1000-passenger 
luxury ships, the Independence 
and Constitution, which are near- 
ing completion at Quincy, Mass., 
have been assigned to the run. 

The S.S. Independence will ini- 
tiate the new express service, 
sailing from New York April 12.

New York April 24. Thereafter 
the ships will alternate, sailing at 


12-day intervals throughout the 
year. 

The two ships, capable of 25

CAMELLIA BLOSSOMS 


They Are at the Height of Flowering Season at Shaw's Garden 
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HE camellia is a plant that exerts a strong fascina- 
tion on. its growers. Although its blossoms origi- 
nally were either white or deep rose, according 

to species, varieties have been developed that range 
through hundreds of subtle gradations in between. 

Camellias originated in China and Japan, and 
were first taken to Europe in 1739 by Georges Joseph 
Kamel, a Moravian Jesuit priest. It was in his honor 
that the Swedish botanist Linnaeus named the plant 
the camellia. ' 

The camellia lives for 60 years or so, grows into 
a tree that may. reach a height of 25 feet with a 
spread of the same dimension. Its buds open a few 
at a time over a tw>-month period, covering the ever- 
green tree with blossoms. 

At Shaw’s Garden, where flowers on this page 
were photographed, camellias are grown in the Lin- 
naean House, just north of the rose garden. They will 
be at the height of the blooming period for the next 
four or five weeks.

Arden and its companion towns call themselves enclaves of 
economic rent. Their package deal is the single tax, originated 
by the American economist, Henry George, which has intrigued 
social: scientists for more than a half-century. 

The single tax has its advocates in all of the country, 
but none more stanch than the residents of its working model 
towns. There the single tax is not just an economic concept, but 
a way of life. 

In the five enclaves, the community,- organized either as a 
corporation or a trust, holds title to all land within it. It leases 
tracts to home owners and business people, who pay an annual 
ground rent arrived at by a rather involved formula and adopted at 
a town meeting. The resident pays no real estate tax, and whether 
he builds a B ggpionon cottage or a 10-room mansion, his rent is 
the same. The community also pays his personaf pro taxes. 

Despite the fact that every piece of property within them is 
taxed in the conventional way by outside agencies, enclave land 
rents are thodest. At Arden, the top charge is $120 an acre a year.

OU PROBABLY HEARD ABOUT ME. I was one of the ‘soft’ occupation troops 

—‘softened up’ by almost five years in Japan. We weren’t as soft as 

reported, yet in spite of tough maneuvers I did weigh 212 pounds, 
a little heavy for even a six-foot-one mess sergeant. 

Now, eight days after leaving Japan, I was lying in a ditch on.the south 
side of the Kum River above Taejon with bullets whipping the mud over- 
head. I had a useless ankle, an M1 riffe, and a 19-year-old platoon-mate 
who should have retreated but refused to leave without me. We were all 
that was left of a platapn that had been knocked flat by a North Korean 
attack a few hours after we reached the front. The rest—some of us—got 
back to the main American lines. My ankle stopped me. 

I was propped up on one elbow wondering what to do when I saw the 
North Korean. He was right over-my head peering down at me and the 
kid, who was sprawled exhausted on his back. The Korean had a burp gun 
and he couldn’t have been more than fifteen feet away. My first impulse 
was to try a shot at him with my M1, but thank God I didn’t. I didn’t bat an 
eyelash. For some reason he just stared at the two of us and turned away. 
Maybe he was doped-up. Or maybe he thought we were dead. 

We stayed in that ditch until dark. Then I woke the kid up and told him 
we'd have to try to get to the main road. We went through a soy bean 
patch down to the river bank. We were both burning with thirst. The kid 
stayed up on the bank while I slid down, scooped up a helmetful of 
Kum River and scrambled back.

Once 
I got so hungry I ate some mustard greens, bugs and all. Another time, I 
was dozing in the sun.when twenty ‘gooks’ filed by. I lay perfectly still. 
They thought I was dead. 

On the fourth day, I ran into two teen-age South Koreans cutting wood. 
They started to run. I called out to them in Japanese. It was risky,- ‘but I 
was tired and hungry and took a chance. 

The boys stopped and came back. Just to be safe, I tried to cock my 
carbine and found the spring was broken. I told them I was hungry, 
taksan pico pico, and wanted gohan (rice). They said to follow them; they 
would feed me. I made plenty of threatening gestures with my useless 


carbine to let them know what would happen if they double-crossed me, — 


and tagged after them. 


l Encounter a Local Communist 


E GOT TO WITHIN a few hundred yards of a tiny village. They told me 

to sit tight while they brought me food. They were gone half an 
hour, returning with rice and spiced lamb. As I wolfed it down, an old 
papa-san, one of the village elders, came out of a house and began to 
raise a fuss with the boys. They told me to leave quickly. One of the boys 
handed me a pack of American cigarettes. I guess they figured the old 
man was going to turn me in. I headed east. The next two weeks were a 
blurry nightmare of hiding by day and raiding watermelon patches by 
moonlight. From a hill one night, I watched North Koreans trundling 
their tanks across the Kum River Bridge, now repaired with sandbags. 
I could never get more than a half mile from my_ original starting place 
before I would run into patrols of North Koreans. I ate grass and pine 
needles, and once I was so starved that I returned to a house that had been 
full of North Koreans to scrounge for leavings. I made cigarettes from 
scrap paper and uncured tobacco I picked from the fields. 

It must have been weeks later that I met ‘Joe.’ (He was a Korean, 
and to protect him I won't reveal his Korean name.) Joe was seventeen 
and spoke some English. He and his father lived in one of the miserable 
fiea-bitten villages whose cook-fires I used to watch from a distance 
with my tongue hanging out. 

My new friend Joe hated the North Koreans because they had run off 
with all the cows from his village. He really must have detested them to 
risk helping a wild-eyed scarecrow of an American, with matted hair and 
beard, who was so jumpy he took a shot at Joe’s father coming up the path. 

Joe fed me. Then he told me of another American soldier up on a nearby 
mountain who had been wounded by strafing American planes. I sus- 
pected a trap—I didn’t know Joe then—and I kept him covered while we 
searched for the American. I climbed the mountain and did discover GI 
boot tracks, but that was all. 

I stayed one night in Joe’s house. I had repaired my carbine with a piece 
of rubber from my boot and I spent the night awake with the gun in my 
lap. 

The next morning, another English-speaking Korean — —he was more 
fluent than Joe—dropped in to see me. He said he had attended a Christian

I crawied in and they piled more brush on top. The ants nearly ate me 
alive and the mosquitoes raised lumps all‘over me. Next morning, two 
Communist soldiers walked by, glanced at the pile of brush, and kep 
going. I lived in the dugout for three days and nights but made the mis- 
take of going to a nearby stream for water and must have beén spotted. 

Joe rushed up to tell me to get out. He took me to another hideout on 
another mountain. That night a full platoon of Communists searched the 
woods all around me, beating the brush with their rifle butts. 

“This time,’ I thought, ‘I’m going to die!’ As quietly as possible I pulled 
the bolt on my carbine. The Commies must have thought one of their own 
men Bad cockey! is Gun, HARM NO OGe Rt. ee ee 
feet of me.
